x >tanist on the Agricultural Ex ­ 
tension Staff of Purdue univer­ 
sity, 
The m ost difficult of the lawn 
prob lems is that of keeping out 
he weeds. The old m ethod of 
dealing with these interlopers is 
to dig them out with a weed 
knife, b ut this b ack b reaking job 
s just ab out the most inefficient 
and difficult m ethod of all. Ex - 


perim ental work on the sub ject 
has dem onstrated tha t the only 
logical and practical m ethod to 
control dandelions, plantain and 
sim ilar intruders in the lawn is 
to drive them out b y creating 
favorab le growing conditions for 
the grass and unfavorab le con­ 
ditions for the weeds, 
other 
words, create a weed-proof turf. 
In order to b uild up the weed- 
proof turf it is necessary to ferti­ 
lize 
the 
lawn. 
The 
fertilizer 
should consist of sulphate of 
am m onia and a « complete ferti­ 
lizer, mix ed in equal proportions 
and applied at the rate of 10 
pounds per thousand square feet 
of lawn. The first application 
should b e made ab out the time 
the grass b egins to grow in the 
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spring, followed b y a second ap­ 
plication some six weeks later. 
Where am m onium sulphate can­ 
not b e ob tained readily a 12-4-4 
or 12-6-4 fertilizer may b e sub - 
stitued for the mix ture. 
The sulphate of am m onia per­ 
forms two functions, it acidifies 
the soil, m aking conditions un ­ 
favorab le for weed growth, and 
the m aterial is rich in nitrogen, 
thereb y 
stim ulating 
gr a s s 
growth. The complete fertilizer 
in addition to nitrogen will furn­ 
ish potash and phosphorus, the 
other two essential plant food 
elem ents often lacking in lawn 
soils. 
Lime should not b e applied to 
the lawn as it encourages the 
growth of dandelions and plan­ 
tain. Most city w ater contains 
sufficient lime to supply require­ 
m ents of the grass.

FLOWER GARDEN 


Even if every flower in it is 
beautiful, a garden may be un­ 
attractive. If the colors clash, if 
the varieties are 
picked o ut! 
blindfolded, as it were, then the 
result may bring disturbance in­ 
stead of the peace which we ex ­ 
pect of a garden. There is a 
scientific way of working out a 
color scheme for gardens. 
If, other seasons, y our flowers 
have q uarreled, learn to h ar­ 
monize them with this simple 
little device. It is called the color 
wheel, and the rules for its use 
are easy . 
There are three primary colors 
—y ellow, red and blue. These are 
pure and unmix ed. All the other 
colors are obtained by combina­ 
tions of these colors. Placed 
halfway between the three pri­ 
maries are the three secondary 
colors—orange, green and violet. 
Sandwiched in between these 
and the prmary colors are the 
intermediate colors — y ellow- 
orange, y ellow-green, etc. 
In addition, we have light 
values called tints, and dark 
values called shades, and gray ed 
colors. When we speax of the 
value of a color we mean its 
darkness or lightness. When we 
speak of the intensity of a color 
we mean its brilliancy . All these 
colors in their full intensty are 
tremendously stimulating. 
In planning the color scheme 
of y our garden, bear in mind 
th at y ellow is light and bright. 
It is warm, stimulating, and 
draws the whole garden toward 
y ou. Red is high and bright and 
ex citing. Blue is cold, but there 
are, of course, some blues which 
are very stimulating. Orange, 
like y ellow, is warm, brilliant, 
and advancing.

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FLOWER GARDEN 


Even if every flower in it is 


beautiful, a garden may be un- 
attractive. If the colors clash, il 
the varieties are picked out 
blindfolded, as it were, then the 
result may bring disturbance in- 
stead of the peace which we ex- 
pect of a garden. There is a 
scientific way of working out a 
color scheme for gardens. 


If, other seasons, your flowers 


have quarreled, learn to har- 
monize them with this simple 
little device. It is called the color 
wheel, and the rules for its use 
are easy. 


There are three primary colors j 


—yellow, red and blue. These are 
pure and unmixed. All the other 
colors are obtained by combina- 
tions of these colors. Placed 
halfway between the three pri- 
maries are the three secondary 
colors—orange, green and violet. 
Sandwiched in between these 
and the prmary colors are the 
intermediate colors — yellow- 
orange, yellow-green, etc. 


In addition, we have light 


values called tints, and dark 
values called shades, and grayed 
colors. When we speak of the 
value of a color we mean its 
darkness or lightness. When we 
speak of the intensity of a color 
we meaii its brilliancy. All these 
colors in their full intensty are 
tremendously stimulating. 


In planning the color scheme 


of your garden, bear in mind 
that yellow is light and bright. 
It is warm, stimulating, and 
draws the whole garden toward 
you. Red is high and bright and 
exciting. Blue is cold, but there 
are, of course, some blues •which 
are very stimulating. Orange, 
like yellow, is warm, brilliant, 
and advancing.

Criminal Courts Building, Chi- 


cago, March 30 — (AP) — The 
state rested in its murder case 
against Leo Brothers today, con- 
fident it had proved who killed 
Jake Lingle, Tribune crime re- 
porter, and making no attempt 
to show a motive. 


With an abruptness that was 


one of the sensations of the 
trial Assistant State's Attorney 
Wayland 
Brooks 
announced^ 


calmly "the state rests." None 
of the startling revelations or 
gangland activities so confident- 
ly predicted by many, no hint of 
the mysterious life of Lingle, no 
reason why fanyone should want 
to kill hinfhad been disclosed. 


The prosecution took but five 


days to present its case. One 
witness identified' Brothers as 
the man he saw in the Randolph 
street pedestrian tunnel^when 
Lingle was killed last June>-9/and 
said Brothers tossed a pistol 
near the reporter's body. He 
said he did not see the shot fired. 
Six other persons said they .saw 


man run from the tunnel. 


Some chased him a short^diST 
tance and identified Brothers as 
"fitting the description," 'Book- 
ing like him," or positively being 
the same man. 


Picking up the state's story 


where the other seven witnesses 
left off, Alfred W. Kelfstrojn, a 
middle-aged man, said he "saw 
the defendant five minutes after 
the assassination. 


Kelfstrom, who works in a 


luggage store a block and a half 
from.the scene of the murder, 
said that about five minutes af- 
ter the shooting he found a man 
standing in a dark hallway of 
the store, invited him inside and 
sold him a $5 ladies' suit case. 


The man did not examine the 


bag, Kelfstrom said. He kept 
out of sight of street windows 
and he did not call for his pur- 
chase. He particularly noticed 
the man,'the witness said, be- 
cause he was "very, very pale." 


Asked if he saw the man in 


the court room, the witness 
pointed to Brothers. 


The plans of the defense ap- 


oeared to be indefinite* Each of 
the three lawyers representing 
Brothers 
indicated, 
however, 


that the defendant 
himself 


would take the stand, probably 
just long enough to testify he 
never knew Lingle and knew 
nothing of the killing. 


Attorney \Tyrell Crum .said: 


"We have an alibi but, (don't 
know yet whether to use it." 


The defense attorneys said 


they"have witnesses ..who saw a 
man run from the Lingle slay- 
ing scene and would testify 
Brothers was not that man.
